of Atlanta for the past thirty years and 
ofie of the most prominent members 
of the legal profession in Atlanta, died 
Sunday morning at 1:30 o’clock at the 
residence, 724 Piedmont avenue. He 
was 69 years of age. 

Although he had been under the care 
of a physician for'a few days, he was 
almost as active as usual, and his 
death was unexpected by his family 
and friends. Probably few men In 
public or private life in the city had 
a greater. number of friends, and hun- 
dreds will be grieved to learn of his 
death. 

He was born in New York and was 
the son of Jasper Willett and Cather- 
ine Horn Gilbert. His father was also 
2 prominent figure in the public 
life of New York state, where ‘for 
many years he was a member of the 
supreme court. ; 

Spends Boyhood in New York. 

Mr. Gilbert spent his boyhood days 
in New York. He attended Yale uni- 
versity, where he graduated in the 
class of ’69. Later he graduated in 
the law school at Columbia university. 

He began the practice of law in New 
York city, but after a time the strain 
undermined his health to some extent. 
He decided to remove south for the 
beneficial effects of the climate, and 
chose Atlanta for his home. 

During his long residence in the city 
he has been connected with many civic

The line tonight follows the Ourcq 
river to Sergy and to Goussancourt, 
the latter place lying about six miles 
north of the Marne. 


Germans Offer Bitter Resistance. 


The Germans offered bitter resist- | 
ance, but not to compare with that 
which began late today for the re- 
tention of the higher ground further 
north of the river. There they sup- 
plemented their defense with artillery 
fire reaching over the American front 
lines to the supports, the volume of 
fire at times attaining enormous pro- 
portions. 

Unwavering the Americans held their 
ground and even advanced slightly, 
while the French on their sectors to 
the right and left resisted as steadily 
against the vicious efforts of the Ger- 
mans. 

From behind the advancing lines the 
allied heavy guns kept up a continuous 
bombardment throughout. the day, 
shelling the German positions wher- 
ever the airmen reached troop concen- 
trations. 

Heavy artillery has been used to 
some extent by the Germans in their 
rear-guard actions, but to no such ex- 
tent as today, and this gives some basis 
for belief that Von Boehm, the German 
commander, is preparing to make a 
stand. 


Advantage With Allies. 

It is pointed out, however, that until 
the Ardre river is reached all the ad- 
vantages of ground are with the allies. 
So it is generally believed the dropping 
of his heavy guns is merely an indica- 
tion that his armies are being with- 
drawn with all speed from a position 
which is intolerable, and which, unless 
relieved, might result in the disorgani- 
zation of what so far has been an ad- 
mirably conducted retreat. 

The Americans began their advance 
on Sergy early in the morning. They 
had been driven back a short distance 
Saturday night, but when they moved 
this morning under cover of the artil- 
lery—a few pieces going forward with 
the advance line—they proceeded al- 
most unchecked to the river, crossed

ATLANTA MAN DROWNED | 


Claude Houston Meets Death 
at Petersburg Camp. 


Claude Houston, one of the most pop- 
ular young men of Atlanta, who en- 
listed in the service of the United 


States some six months ago, was drown- 
ed while at poontoon practice at Peters- 
burg, Va., Friday, according to mes- 
sages just received in this city. 

He was a member of a prominent

Marion Cole, the 10-year-old son of 
Mr. and Mrs. 8. J. Cole, of 355 Hill 
street, was instantly killed late Sunday 
afternoon in Grant park when he was 
run over by a heavy touring car driven 
by John W. Wright, a clerk, who lives 
at 74 King street. : 

The accident occurred at a curve on

his wheel. 

Acccrding to Wright there was a pile 
of sand on the side of the road, and 
this, too, might have added to the ex- 
citement of the child. Wright claims 
that the boy’s feet slipped from the 
pendals, and he was thrown headlong 
into the road, just as his machine was 
passing, and he says that the front 
wheels missed him, but the back wheels 
passed over his body. 

The machine, it is said, was instantly 
stopped, and Wright and several wit- 
nesses ran to the injured child. J. T. 
Jones, of 96 Bryan street, said when 
the child was picked up he got into 
the automobile with Wright, and they 
were hurrying for the hospital when he 
felt the pulse of the boy growing 
weaker and weaker, and in less than 
ten minutes he had breathed his last.

Paris, July 28.—French advance 
guards have reached the north bank 
of the Ourcq river, and allied troops 
have entered Fere en Tardenois, the 
great German supply base, which lies 
in the middle Mne of the Aisne-Marne 


sector, 

The announcement of the war office 
tonight adds that the villages of An- 
thenay and Olizy-et-Violaine, on the 
east flank, lying to the southwest of 
Rheims, have been occupied. _ 

The text of the statement reads: 

“North of the Marne we have con- 
tinued our onward march in the re- 
gion of the Ourcq. Notwithstanding 
the resistance of the enemy who em- 
ployed ever effort to check our Ppass- 
age of the river, we succeeded in 
throwing advanced elements on the 
north bank. We have penetrated into 
Fere en Tardenois. 

“Northeast of the forest of Ris we 
reached Champvolisy. 

“On the right our troops have oc- 
cupied Anthenay and Olizy-et-Violaine 
and have approached appreciably the 
line of the road from Rheims to Dor- 
mans. 

“In Champagne two enemy attempts 
in the region of south of the Monts 
were repulsed.” . 

The French day report reads: 

“In the cofirse of the night the 
French continued their progress north of 
the Marne. Our elements have reached 
the south of the river Ourcg. 

“On our right we approached the 
Dormans-Rheims high road. 

“In the Champagne we repulsed sev- 
eral German attacks on our new posi- 
tions south of the Mont-Sans-Nom. 

“Northeast of St. Hilare we have 
completely maintained our lines.” 

In a supplementary official state- 
ment issued this afternoon the French 
war office says: 

“Since the opening of the artillery 
bombardment July 18, the days of the 
counter-offensive on the front between 
the Aisne and the Marne, our tanks 
have taken a glorious part in the bat- 
tle. After piercing the enemy lines 
and enabling the infantry to enter the 
breach they have not ceased to accom- 
pany or precede the troops. 
“Throughout the battle the tanks 
have given proof of their ability to 
maneuver, and of their incomparable 
audacity. The crews drove the tanks 
into the hottest parts of the battle and 
recoiled ffom no obstacles.

GERMAN RETREAT 
BECOMING RAPID; 
LOSSES VERY HEAVY 


With the French Armies on the Aisne. 
Marne Front, July 28.—(By the Asso-« 
ciated Press.)—The retreat of the Ger- 
man crown prince’s forces along the 
whole Marne front has reached a more 
precipitate phase. At some places the 
Germans have fallen back for a dis- 
tance of several miles. French and 
American troops are harrying the re- 
tiring forces on the center, while 
French and British troops are hammer- 
ing at both flanks. 

Southwest of Rheims the French cav- 
alry is advancing swiftly on the Ville- 
en-Tardenois road. The allied success 
has been complete along the whole 
front. Half of the pocket in which 
the German's had been cornered has 
been retaken. The losses of the enemy 
have been extremely heavy. 

Entente allied patrols pushing ever 
forward have reached the southern 
bank of the River Ourcq.. This morning 
was extremely quiet along the center 
of the salient where the Germans were 
not offering great opposition. 

Great Activity on Wings. 

On both wings, however, the greatest 
activity prevails. The enemy has 
massed many heavy guns to the north 
of Soissons on the heights around 
Juvigny and Chavigny, when they bom- 
‘bard with an enfilading fire the west- 
ern wing as far south as Oulchy-le- 
Chateu. Notwithstanding this bom- 
bardment the allies in the Oulchey-le- 
Chateu region are making some prog- 
ress, although they are faced by the 
German’s best division and the concen- 
trated fire of numerous machine guns. 

On the eastern wing the allies gradu- 
ally are obtaining command of the 
whole road leading from Dormans to 
Rheims. On this side also the Germans 
have assembled a great force of artil- 


northwest of Rheims. These guns cover 
make the progress slower for the al- 
lies. ‘ 

Cavalry and tanks in considerable 
numbers have succeeded in getting in 
among the retiring Germans, while air- 
planes are bombarding their columns 
of the march.

Even their 
sudden retirement has not relieved the 
Germans from constant harrying. 

} In addition to slashing of the cavalry 
and the pounding of the tanks the lives 
of the German rear guards are being 
made precarious by entente infantry 
patrols. Meanwhile, allied aviators dar- 
inly fly a few hundred fect overhead, 
bombarding and machine gunning the 
German batteries and columns on the 
march.

A majority of the men 
at the Birmingham meeting favored a 
continuation of the strike, but as a 
two-thirds vote was necessary and this 
was not obtainable, the committee ad- 
vised a resumption of work. | : 

Likewise, at the West Bromwich 
meeting, there was a majority vote in 
favor of the men remaining out, but a 
decision was reached that the strikers 
shoulda abide by the decision of the 
Birmingham meeting. 

The mass meetings tock place in 
various districts in Birmingham, 
which is one of the largest munitions 
centers in the country. Sixteen thou- 
sand persons attended the meetings, 
including many women. 

At Worcester action similar to that 
taken in Birmingham and West Broo- 
mich followed a meeting of the strik- 
ers, but the engineers at the Wool- 
wich arsenal, notwithstanding an ap- 
peal made by General Seeley, deputy 
minister of munitions, who addressed 
their meeting, decided to cease work 
Tuesday.

STEEL MILL QUIPUT 
FOR ESSENTIAL USES 


Curtailments of the Industries 
Using Iron and Steel to Be 
Made Effective. 


Washington, July 28.—Production of 
American steel mills will be applied 
only tosessential uses under a general 
policy as to the use of iron and steel 
during the war, announced today by 
the war industries board. Manufac- 
turers, jobbers and retailers in iron 
and steel, 
“now the world’s most precious metal,” 
are asked to guard distribution so that 
there may be no violation of the spirit 
of the policy. ; 

Curtailments of industries using iron 
and steel will be made effective, the 
board said, with as little disturbance 
to industries as war requirements will 
permit. 

“& portion at least of the products 
of nearly every industry may be prop- 
erly classified as a direct or indirect 
war requirement or essential to the 
civil population, but in many the per- 
centage of non-essentiality predomi- 
nates,” says the board’s announcement. 
“On the other hand, nearly every in- 
dustry, including so-called war indus- 
‘tries, have a percentage of non-es- 
sentiality in their industry. 

“It is the policy of the war indus- 
trfes board to take counsel with each 
industry, determine the extent to which 
it can and should as a war measure 
curtail its production and particularly 
| curtail its consumption .of iron and 
steel, limiting ‘its output to essential 
}uses as far as practicable, but without 


any industry or legitimate business.” 
The present and constantly increas- 
ing steel requirements, the board says, 
of the American government and allies 
ifor direct and indirect war needs are 
so enormous as to absorb virtually all 
of the constantly expanding produc- 
ing capacity of the country. These de- 
mands must always be met 100 per 
'cent and promptly. 
| ‘The result is obvious,” the board’s 
‘gimnouncement adds. “There will be 
comparativély little iron and steel left 
ito distribute to those industries en- 
gaged in non-war work and to consum- 
ers for application to non-war usés.,”’ 


ONE AD AGENCY SPENT

, tonight by representatives of Deputy 


State Attorney General Becker. 

This sum, it was alléged, was re- 
ceived through Dr. Edward A. Rumely, 
of The New York Evening Mail, which, 
the government charges, was  pur- 
chased by the German government for 
propaganda purposes. 

According to Mr. Becker, Hammer- 
ling claimed he did not know the 
money came from German _ sources. 
Questioned, however, in the office of 
the deputy attorney general, he is said 
to have admitted he gave the receipts 
ifrom the newspapers to Dr. Heinrich 
F. Albert, financial attache of the Ger- 
man embassy, after the  advertise- 
ments appeared. 

In connection with the alleged anti- 
munitions campaign, Hammerling is 
said by Mr. Becker to have made the 
following statement: 

“I asked Rumely if the money had 
been contributed by Americans and he 
said ‘yes, most emphatically.”

SECRETARY OF AR 


FOR UNITED STATES 


Urged by Gen. Brancker, of 
the British Air Ministry. 
Claims Move Is Necessary 
for Success. 


New York, July 28.—Although the 
, allies have the ascendancy of the air, 


, the possibilities of aerial warfare are 


‘yet far from realization and an aerial 
offensive on a grand scale carried to 
j cities of Germany remote from the bat- 
tle lmes, including. Berlin, is in the 
realm of certainty in the not distant 
future, provided the allies organize 
and co-ordinate their resources. This 
is the conviction of Major General W. I. 
Brancker, controller general of equip- 
ment of the British air ministry, who 
Nas been in this country for several 
weeks in consultation with government 
officials in charge of aviation. 

Major General Brancker, in a state- 
ment tonight to the Associated Press 
on this subject, laid strong emphasis 
on the necessity for the organization 
of the air forces on a basis quite inde- 
pendent of the land and sea forces. 
This was forced upon the British gOv- 
ernment, culminating last January in 
the creation of an air ministry which 
now has Lord Weir at its head. 

General Brancker believes that even- 
tually the United States will be obliged 
by the pressure of military necessity 
to create a secretary of air forces, or 
the equivalent, under whom air fight- 
ing, airplane production, equipment and 
personnel will function as a separate 
branch of combat just as the army and 
navy. For the success of the allied 
cause he feels strongly that the quicker 
air independence is established in this 
country the better. 

Co-ordination of Air Forces. 

Another vital step to be accomplished, 
he believes, is the co-ordination of the 
operations of all the allied air forces 
beyond those required for the respec- 
tive armies and navies as an independ- 
ent offensive force under the supreme 
war council, just as the allies’ armies 
and navies are co-ordinating now. 

“We simply had to come to an air 
ministry in England,” said General 
Brancker. “The Zeppelin and the 
Gothas, coupled with the experience 


gained when aviation was controlled 
by the army and navy, forced it upon 
us. Public sentiment demanded it. You 
have had no Hun raids in this country 
to arouse you, but it is my hope that 
lacking this stimulus, you will profit 
by our experience and begin at once on 
an even ‘basis with us in this matter 
instead of waiting for public sentiment 
to push up from the bottom as in our 
case. 

“Are not the advantages of independ- 
ent control obvious? Here you have 
one branch of aviation under the ad- 
ministration of the secretary of war: 
another under the secretary of the navy. 
These ministers have many other af- 
fairs to attend to in addition to avia- 
tion. They cannot devote themselves 
exclusively to it. They have subordi- 
nates in charge, and there is an air- 


craft production board, but it is obvi- 
ous that certain general problems must 
come before the secretaries for decision 
which they would be much better able 
to pass upon if aviation were the ex- 
clusive functions of their office. 
Centre! of British Air Service. 

“In Great Britain we have Lord Weir, 
the air minister, as head of a council 
of seven—a vice president of the coun- 
cil correspondent to your assistant sec- 
retary of war or the navy; a chief of 
air staff equivalent to the first sea 
lord or the chief of the imperial general 
staff; a master general of personnel 
equivalent to your adjutant general; a 
director general of equipment, the 
same as the quartermaster general and 
master genéral of ordnance or the third 
and fourth sea lords; a director gener- 
al of aircraft production and an admin- 
istrator of works and buildings. 

“This council controls everything 
pertaining to aviation both for land 
and sea combats. It supplies the army 
and fleet with airplanes and pilots, and 
in addition; maintains an independent 
force. This independent air force real- 
ly has the same status as the expedi- 
tionary force or the grand fleet. For 
instance, if the army contemplates an 
operation on the Belgian coast, the 
chief of the general staff consults with 
the first sea lord as to the extent to 
which the navy can co-operate; and 
the same procedure will now be fol- 


lowed regarding the co-opesation of | 


the independent air force with the 
army in the field for any particular 
operation. The navy might say to the 
army that it did not have enough ships 
to spare for the enterprise; so the air 
force might say to the army that it did 
not have enough planes for the enter- 
prise beyond those already allotted 
permanently for army requirements. 
British Service Independent. 


“You see we are quite independent. 
We can formulate policy and strategy, 
while production, equipment and per- 
sonnel function under one control. We 
do not have the anomalous situation of 
one branch of aviation service com- 
peting with the other for produc- 
tion and equipment. Such co-ordina- 
tion as this, obviously is the only way 
a great air offensive can be prepared 
for and conducted. We need your help, 
your great resources and a similar or- 
ganization in this country to co-operate 
with us on equal terms. It is within 
the realm of certainty that we can 
bomb Berlin in the spring if not in the 
fall with airplanes we have building, 
as we have already bombed Cologne 
and the Rhine cities, but we have not 
the numbers for a really big offensive, 
in any understanding of the term. We 
have plenty of planes and can build 
plenty more, but we lack engines, and 
we have about reached the limit of 
capacity for engine production. 

“We have built up a big airplane 
program to take the Liberty motor and 
bomb Germany, but America cannot 
now spare these motors, and so, I 
fear, that our airplanes will be wasted 
and the real offensive from the air se- 
riously delayed. 

“The delivery of certain types of 
planes by flying them across the At- 
lantic is feasible. If -we can fly to 
Berlin and back, which is more than 
800 miles, we can fly from Newfound- 
land to the Azores (the longest lap of 
the journey), which is 1,200 miles.

Grain Growing in Great Tract 
Once Flooded by Waters 
of Sacramento. 


Sacramento, Cal., July 28.—A sea of 
wheat, replacing a sea of water, 20,000 
acres in one tract bringing forth the 
cereal of which Uncle Sam and ‘his 
allies in the world war are in such great © 
need, is a transformation accomplished 
on what.was overflow land, near Sacra- 
mento. 

The huge tract formerly covered with 
the flood waters of the Sacramento and 
the American rivers lies in a fertile 
basin of some sixty-odd thousand acres, 
most of which has been réclaimed and 
turned to agriculture through the ef- 
forts of the federal and state govern- 
ments, at the cost of millions of dollars. 

The reclamation of this land in per- 


manent fashion was made possible by 
the progress of the Sacramento river 
flood project which, after indorsement 
by congress and the California legis- 
lature, is being steadily pushed to com- 
pletion by the federal authorities, the 
California debris commission on one 
hand and the state authorities, the rec- 
lamation board, on the other. The 
project eventually will cost about $42,- 
000,000 and is designed to take care 
of the floods of the Sacramento river; 


these amount to five times as much as 
the river channel can carry. The in- 
terests of navigation, reclamation and 
flood control are so intermingled that 
it is mecessary to adopt a plan which 
will provide for all three. 

The partial completion of the big 
project, with its accompanying putting 
to use of the reclaimed land, indicates 
in a measure what the final results will 
be. This one tract of -20,000 acres, a 
solid ocean of wheat, is one of the larg- 
est, if not the greatest, American field 
grown to this grain.

WATER AND WASTE. 


If, either through negligence or through 
willful intent, the season’s cotton crop were 
allowed to decay in the fields, the peach crop 
to fall from the trees and waste on the 
ground, or the melon crop to rot on the 
vines, it would be nothing short of a crime, 
not only against the people, but against the 
whole of humanity. } 

Yet that is exactly what we are doing 
with the millions of horse power that are 
being wasted in the unharnessed and un- 
dammed waters that flow from our mountair 
section to the sea. 

If the potential water power of north 
Georgia alone were developed and put to use 
not a pound of coal would be needed in this 
state for power purposes in the immediate 
nor in the distant future. 

Our streams are running idly to the sea 
while the railroads are consuming thousands 
upon thousands of tons of coal,,and employ- 
ing a veritable army of laborers in hauling 
coal from the mines for their own and for 
industrial and domestic purposes! 

Every railroad train in Georgia—through- 
out the whole south, for that matter—ought 
today to be running under electric motive 
power. Aside from the points of fuel supply 
and fuel conservation, electrification would 
prove abundantly economical to the railroads 
themselves. This has been amply proven by 
the experience of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and Puget Sound raliroad, running from Chi- 
cago to the Pacific coast. 

That company today has approximately 
450 miles of its line through the Rocky and 
Cascade mountain systems electrified, and 
in the near future it will have a total dis- 
tance of 1,000 miles under electric power. 

Recently C. A. Goodnow, vice president 
of the company, said in an interview appear- 
ing in The Seattle (Wash.) Post-Intelli- 
gencer: : . 

“As has been frequently stated, we 
have 440 continuous miles of main 
track under complete electrification. 
The success of this installation has 
been beyond our most sanguine expec- 
tations. The 2 per cent grades on the 
Rocky and similar grades on the Belt 
and Bitter Root mountains have ceased 
to be barriers. Our mountain opera- 
tions under electrification are actu- 
ally conducted compared with opera- 
tion in level prairie country, at a cost 
under that of steam. At the present 
time, 3,000 tons are being handled over 
all three mountain ranges and 6,000 
tons on lower grades between ranges. 
Electrification is an ecomomic success 
im every way.” 

Just now in this section of Georgia indus- 
trial patrons of the only extensive producer 
of hydro-electric power are threatened with 
having soon to temporarily suspend -opera- 
tion of their plants because of “the extremely 
long drouth and the consequent extremely 
low level of the rivers upon which our water 
power developments are located.” 

Those plants which depend upon steam 
power are even more precariously situated 
because of the likelihood of their inability, 
before very long, to get coal. 

Yet, during the rainy season, enough 
water is running to waste to make this en- 
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tire section totally independent either of | 
coal supply or of drouth from one year’s end | 
to the other!—precious power and heat en.- | 


ergy utterly wasting while the government 
and the people stand by, doing not as much 
as lifting a hand to prevent it! 

If the cotton or the peach or the water- 
melon crop were being similarly wasted, 


mass meetings of indignation and protest | 


would be called. Yet the public stands silent 
and views every winter the wastage of its 
power potentialitieé, which, if utilized, could 
be made a source of untold wealth. 

The conservation of this wealth of water 
power is the simplest sort of a matter. Cap- 
ital is eager for an opportunity to bring it 
about, if given a reasonable opportunity so 
to do. — | : ae

the public is dependent upon fuel for its 
manufacturing and transportation power. 


SO FAR SO GOOD. 


The action of the senate in passing the 
state-wide cattle tick eradication bill was 
an advanced step in the right direction, and 
it will be commended by the progressive 
sentiment of the entire state. 

However, the effectiveness of the meas- 
ure was impaired by the amendment of the 
original bill, changing the date of its appli- 
cation from April 1, 1919—as originally pro- 
vided by the Townsend bill—to December 1 
of that year. 

Authorities who have made a studious 
analysis of the cattle tick situation are prac- 
tically unanimous in the opinion that it is 
possible, with adequate law and proper co- 
operation, to free the cattle industry of 
Georgia from the tick incubus and to lift the 
federal quarantine from every county in the 
state during 1919. 

Of course, that will be impossible under 
a law that will not go into effect until the 
end of 1919. : 

The time to do a thing that needs doing 
is now! When a man is sick he wants the 
doctor to apply a remedy that will act at 
once—not to dose him with medicine that 
will take effect a year from now! 

It is to be hoped that when this bill 
reaches the house—where it undoubtedly 
will carry as it did in the senate—it will be 
passed with an amendment restoring the 
date of its going into effect back to next 
April 1, as originally intended; and if it 
then goes back to the senate in its amended 
form, requiring, as it will only a minority 
vote to enact it, it will probably be con- 
curred in, especially since there is absolute- 
ly no valid reason why this cattle tick 
menace should longer be temporized with, or 
why the measure to remove it should be 
postponed almost another full year. 

At any rate, the amendment is worth the 
trial by the house—for if it fails the senate 
measure stands—and that is a distinct step 
forward. 


WOMEN IN BIG JOBS. 


\ Just as Miss Jeannette Rankin, of Mon- 
tana, is the first woman to represent her 
state in congress, Mrs. Annette Adams, an 
attorney of California of widely recognized 
ability, enjoys the distinction of being the 
first woman to hold the office of United 
States district attorney. 

Mrs. Adams, according to the news dis- 
patches of the day, has been appointed suc- 
cessor to her chief, former United States 
District Attorney Preston, at San Francisco, 
who has resigned to become a special as- 
sistant to United States Attorney General 
Gregory. 

As first assistant to District Attorney 
Preston Mrs. Adams had previously proven 
her capability and when the vacancy oc- 
curred her sex proved no barrier to her ap- 
pointment to fill it. 

In all of the Pacific coast states, in most 
of the states west from the Mississippi river, 
in fact, and in some farther east, women 
not only participate in elections on a parity 
with men, but they enjoy equal privileges to 
serve on juries and hold public office—leg- 
islative, judicial or,otherwise. 

More than that, they have “made good,” 
not only at the polls, but in positions of 
public trust, and everybody who has kept 
abreast the so-called “woman’s rights move- 
ment” must agree that in every state that 
experienced it the according of political 
rights to women on an equality with those 
enjoyed by men has resulted in marked im- 
provement morally, industrially, politically, 
and especially educationally.

Caring for the Motherless 
Urged by a Trained Nurse 


Editor’ Constitution: Will you please 
grant me space in your paper to speak to 
our people on, as I’ see it, a very important 
matter. 

Some time ago, while on a trip over 
in North Carolina, I was especially struck 
and impressed with one place I visited, I 
was impressed with Patterson Springs Home 
for the Motherless Child, and the manner in 
which it is conducted. I was struck with 
the need of such a home, especially in Geor- 
gia. The man who is left with small chil- 
dren is a helpless being, and the children 


are much more so. Mr. Spaulding, the man- 
ager of the home, said that some noted 


orphanage superintendent said to him when 
he was opening this home that it was one 
of the greatest needs of the Carolinas. I 
firmly believe that the same thing could be 
said about Georgia. 

Mr. Spaulding is ome preacher who can 
combine his religion with good bdsiness 
methods. He says the first thing to do is 
to live: and to him that means to five 
physically, mentally and_ spiritually. He 
says that man is a trinity, and he trains 
the children along those lines. 

The good manners of the children would 
impress any one, but the good healthy look- 
ing. condition is prominent on every child’s 
face. They show their keeping. I learned 
privately from the matron how carefully 
Mr. Spaulding planned each day’s rations. 
They have eggs two or three times each 
week. They have a different cereal for 
breakfast every morning. Each day is 
planned for a .balanced ration for the grow- 
ing child. 

Mrs. Spaulding is not a hospital trained 
nurse, but a real practical one. She is a 
college lady, a kindergarten specialist, a 
music teacher and a practical trained nurse 
of the highest order among children. Their 
nursery is kept in order next a hospital. 
While Mrs. Spaulding only has general over- 
sight, she has everything kept in first-class 
order. The playground is large and beauti- 
ful. The children are happy. : 

But I want some gopd man to start a 
home in Georgia for the motherless child, 
where a man can send his children and 
pay their expense. The public has no idea 
of the suffering, and ofttimes death occurs 
where a child could be saved if a trained 
person could have it in charge. 

When a mother dies, as a rule, the larger 
children are scattered among, their relatives. 
Ofttimes in homes with other ‘children. The 
little infant is left with some inexperienced 
person or sent to 4a hospital for about a 
year, and then to some relative or neigh- 


| por, who will propose to keep it for less 


than the hospital can afford to do. When 
a child is teething is the moat critical time 
of life, and that is the time it needs the 


best food and care. 


We would all be surprised to know what a 


large percentage of our motherless children 
die under two years old. I noticed one 
especially at Patterson Springs home. She 
had just cut her eye-teeth, and I never saw 
a healthier baby. They have another three- 
months-old infant that is doing nicely that 
the doctor did not expect to live when it 
went there. 

Dear reader, did you know that when 
we lose our mother we have lost our best 
friend? Oh, that some good man might 
hear the cries of our motherless children and 
establish a home for them. The home will 
not restore mother to any child, but it can 
have good matrons who will train and care 
for them much better than the average hired 
servant.

Rev. Henry Alford Porter Preaches 


Sermon on “The Measure of a Man’ | 


At the Second Baptist church Sunday 
morning Dr. Henry Alford Porter spoke on 
“The Measure of a Man,” his text being 
Revelation 21:16—“The city lieth foursquare, 
and the length thereof is as great as the 
breadth. The length and the breadth and 
the height of it are equal.” Dr. Porter said, 
in part: 3 

“The cube is the symbol of complete- 
ness. ic character is God’s ideal for 
man—such character as that described by 
‘Emerson when he speaks of the man who 
‘stands foursquare to every wind that 
blows.’ We speak of a man of fair dealing 
as ‘a square man.’ Seldom do we hear men 
spoken of as ‘foursquare’ men. Too rarely 
do we find such men, symmetrically pro- 
portioned, complete, whole. 

“Now, the complete life has three dimen- 
sions—length, breath and height. 

“Length is ene of the measurements of 
manhood. By iength is not meant length 
of years. Mere existence does not eount in 
the arithmetic of God. The mere lengthen- 
ing out of life is not in itself a thing to be 
desired. 

“The life that has length is the life that 
sees far, that advances far, the life that 
pushes forward along the line of self-devel- 
opment, the life that prdjects itself toward 
the thing which it believes it was sent into 
the world to do. 


Decide Early. 


“It is well to decide early in life what 
one was sent into the world to do. There 
are some who only wake up to find what 
they were made for when their life is half 
over. | 

“Why should any life be aimless in such 
a world as this? There is room in it for 
every voice. There is a path in it for every 
foot. There is a work in it for every hand. 
From every soul paths radidte like the 
spokes of a wheel.- Choose your path quick- 
ly, and let nothing keep your feet from fol- 
lowing it to the end. 

. “There is another dimension of life— 
breadth. The length of life is its direct, 
individual extension; the breadth of life is 
its lateral or social extension. 

“Breadth does not mean that any man 
or any thing is good enough. It does not 
mean to be false to principle or disloyal to 
conviction. Breadth is only another word 
for sympathy. It means brotherhood, kind- 
ness, ministry. 

“The want of sympathy pervades society.

We do not know each other or care for each 
other as we ought to do. 

“The wealth and power of a soul con- 
sists in its sympathies. The poorest man 
in the world is the one who has lost his 
powér to feel for others. The richest and 
mightiest man in the world is the one who 
has to the highest degree the power of the 
heart-throb. 

“Sympathy is the crown of Jesus. It is 
this, and not his power, nor even his deity, 
that gives him the scepter over all hearts, 
his crown of glory. 

“It is into such a breadth of sympathy 
and love that God would introduce us, a 
breadth so large pnd beautiful that it can 


love a world. 
Third Dimension. 


“There is yet another dimension of & 
complete life—height. The length of life 
is its reach onward toward self-develop- 
ment. The breadth of life is its reach out- 
ward in sympathy and help toward other 
lives. The height of life is its reach up- 
ward toward God. 

“No man’s life can have height unless it 
has God in it, unless it reaches Godward. 
One man thinks he has attained height be- 
cause he has made a pile of money. He is 
only standing on a dust heap in a valley. 
Another thinks he has attained it because 
he has made a name for himself. He has 
only climbed a sapling that at any moment 
may break. 

“Emerson says something to the effect 
that wé must be patient with some people, 
for they have no God-recognizing faculty. 
Some people are color-blind; to some all 
music is noise; some cannot distinguish the 
fragrance of the rose; and some do not 
recognize their need of God. .

When they got within ten rods of the Ger- 
man trench they were so anxious to reach 
the Boche that they forgot to shoot and 
lifted up their big bayonets to stick them 
into the stomach of the German ‘while they 
shouted, ‘For God and France.’ That night 
when that French division came back, ten 
thousand strong, they brought over ten 
thousand German prisoners with them to 
spend the night inside of barbed wire fence: 
The reason is this: They fought for home 
and fireside. They fought against an in- 
vader who had murdered their daughters and 
mothers. The Huns will never defeat 
France. When they do,” exclaimed the Eng- 
lish captain, “there will not be a man left 
in France to explain the reason for his 
defeat.”

INDUSTRIAL HYGIENE. 
IX. Perils of the Tailer’s Life. 

Whistling for his money is only one of 
the many unhealthful conditions the tailor 
has to contend with. Of 1,800 cloak and 
suit shops in New York investigated in 1911, 
only 3.83 per cent had special means of ven- 
tilation. Many such shops are miserably 
lighted, unclean, the workers often have the 
dangerous habit of spitting on the floor or 
in piles of rags, toilets are filthy, windows 
so dusty as to be almost opaque. No won- 
der 43.7 per cent of the sickness among J 
tailors is caused by pulmonary tuberculosis. 


-It is the shops conducted by contractors, the 


sweatshops, where these deplorable condi- 
tions are seen, not the well managed shops 
of reputable clothing manufacturers. The 
latter are as sanitary as could be wished, 
so far as the proprietors’ fefforts go. Too 
often an inconsiderate ignorant employee 
here and there undoes all efforts by his per- 
sonal misconduct, a8 in spitting on the floor, 
coughing or sneezing with his vacant face 
wide open, or using his saliva to smear over 
material which must be handled by other 
workers. 

Since infection, from person to person, 
via the open face cough or sneeze or by 
direct personal contact in the work, is the 
one essential cause of lung, bronchial, throat 
and nose diseases which prevail so widely 
among garment workers, it is a mere matter 
of self-defense for such workers to: see to it 
that no one with an alleged “cold” or 
“grippe” or “sore throat” or “cough” is per- 
mitted to work in the room with others. If 
this rule were applied for what purports to 
be “simple” distempers as rigidly as it is for 
what we happen to discover is diphtheria, 
the health of tailors and garment workers 
would be infinitely better. 

Tailors sewing by hand or with machine 
are peculiarly liable to spinal curvature, 
round shoulders, sunken chest, abdominal 
ptosis, neurasthenia, constipation, and in 
women so engaged hemorrhoids, varicose 
veins and functional disturbances of the 
pelvic organs. All of these troubles are 
largely incidental to the cramped posture 
connected with a tailor’s work. Let the 
clock strike -the hours unafraid. Let the 
workers strike an erect posture every time 
the clock strikes. This will take a minute 
of the employer’s time. But the better cir- 
culation, clearer heads, renewed vigor and 
improved health of the workers will make 
good for the ten minutes a day by better 
and faster work.

Poison Ivy. 

Kindly suggest how to prevent poisoning 
from poison ivy and how to treat such pois- 
oning. (E. M. L.) 

ANSWER—One subject to the skin in- 
flammation caused by poison ivy and com- 
pelled to be exposed to ivy, may take in- 
ternally after food twice daily three drops 
of a five per cent tincture of Poison ifvy 
leaf, and increase the dose oné drop every 
day until thirty drops twice a day are taken 
and continue this dose two weeks. This 
immunizes. Smear exposed skin with lather 
when going where poison ivy is known to 
srow, or vaseline may be used, though 
lather is alkaline and hence a better anti- 
dote to the acid poison. Immediately after 
exposure bathe parts affected freely with 
soapy water, and leave lather on the skin 
for an hour or two. Frequent bathing and 
rinsing is important, to dilute and remove 
traces of the irritant Substance from the 
skin. Gauze covering inflamed Parts, and 
kept constantly wet with a solution of Aa 
heaping tablespoonfu] of saleratus (bicar- 
bonate of soda) to the pint of water, is as 
good as any other dressing, ;

SYSTEM OF ONE CROP 


It Is Beginning to Feed Itself 
and Help Rest of the 
Nation. 


Dallas, Texas, July 28.—The south 
has dropped the one-crop system and 
is beginning to feed itself and help the 
rest of the nation, thus putting an end 
to the story about a Texas farmer who 
bought his beans in Boston, his furni- 
ture in Grand Rapids, his food in Kan- 
sas City and raised only cotton and a 
pack of hungry dogs. 

The war, according to authorities, 
" has done more than years of advice in 
bringing about the present situation in 
the south, where large quantities of 
food now are being raised. The imme- 
diate and important effect, members 
of agricultural departments say, is the 
sharp decrease in the drain on the 
north and west, which now permits of 
greater overseas shipments from those 
sections. 

Fixed government prices, insuring a 
fair return, encouraged planting, 
agents of the agricultural departments 
and agricultura] schools pointed out 
to the southern farmer the benefits of 
a varied crop, and the excellent weather 
brought crops that authorities say will 
result in still greater average of wheat 
and oats next year. The ideal weather 
resulted in an early harvest. 

Texas, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
North Carolina, Florida and Virginia 
will harvest greatly diversified food 


crops this year. One striking result is 
shown in a shipping report from Ala- 
bama. Until four years ago from 17 
counties in the state not a single ear-

GREAT WHEAT SAVING 


BY VOLUNTARY PLEDGE 


As Result Hoover Ho- 
tels, Restaurants, Clubs and 


Washington, July 28.—Release of ho- 

tels, restaurants, clubs and dining 
car services throughout the country 
on August 1, from the voluntary pledge 
to use no wheat until the present har- 
vest was announced today in a cable- 
gram received from Food Administra- 
tor Hoover, who is now in England. 
Public eating places, the fodd admin- 
istrator said, will continue to comply 
with baking regulations and to serve 
“Victory” bread. 
“Mr. Hoover in his calegram congrat- 
ulated the proprietors of public eating 
places upon their patriotic service, 
expressed appreciation of the substan- 
tial savings effected and voiced con- 
fidence that the spirit shown will en- 
able the American people to build up 
a great food reserve against the ex- 
igencies of the future. 

Though exact figures have not been 
compiled, it is estimated today by the 
food administration that through the 
voluntary pledge made by hotels, res- 
taurants, clubs and dining cars there 
has been effected between October 1, 
1917, and August 1, 1918, a saving of 
between 175,000,000 and . 200,000,000 
pounds of wheat and its products, 150,- 
000,000 pounds of meat and 50,000,000 
pounds of sugar. The action of the 
proprietors of public eating places, it 
was said, also has been of great edu- 
cational value in carrying to the homes 
of the nation the necessity of food 
saving. 

Approximately 5,000 hotel proprietors 
have observed the principles of the 
wheat-saving pledge, and many of the 
200,000 proprietors of other public eat- 
ing places have observed the regula- 
tions of the food administration.

Hoover follows:

_ Germans Swept From the

With the American Army on the 
Aisne-Marne Front, July 28—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The “battle of the 
woods” has ended and the Germans 
have been swept from the forests. of 
Fere and Ris. Towards the last of this 
four-day struggle the Franco-Ameri- 
can advance became so rapid that the 
retreat of the- Germans was greatly dis- 
organized. 

The edge of the German salient to the 
south and southeast of Fere en Tarde- 
nois was ground down by the whirl of 
the allies’ troops.and dulled to an ex- 
tent that German weakness was indi- 
cated at many potints. The first indica- 
tion of this was seen Saturday when 
the enemy retreated so rapidly that 
the Franco-American troops entirely 
lost contact with him. 

In e battle of the woods, however, 
the stiffest resistance the Americans 
ever experienced in this kind of war- 
fare was encountered. Here the Franco- 
American troops-were compelled to con- 
tend constantly with a rear-uard ac- 
tion consisting principally of machine 
gunners, most of whom, dressed in 
green clothing, had nests in trees. Day 
after day during the fighting the allied 
troops bucked the German machine gun 
nests, using artillery and machine guns 
and geome gas against them. 

Germans Resorted to Tricks. 

In the rear guard fighting which was 

carried on to permit of the withdrawal 


of the heavier German guns the enemy 
resorted to numerous tricks, such as

Resolutions of Protest Adopt- 
ed by Unions in Various 
Cities. 


New York, July 28.—Protest against 
the execution of the death sentence 
imposed on Thomas J. Mooney, the la- 
bor leader convicted for alleged partici- 
pation in the San Francisco Prepared- 
ness day bomb explosion, was voiced 
in resolutions adopted at a mass meet- 
ing held here today under the auspices 
of the Central Labor union. 

These resolutions thanked President 
Wilson “for his efforts on behalf of 
justice in the Mooney case,” and called 
upon Governor Stephens, of Califor- 
nia, “to grant Mooney a new trial so 
as to prevent the miscarriage of jus- 
tice, dissatisfaction among labor, and 
to uphold our international position be- 
fore all the world.” 

A telegram from Samuel Gompers 
was read, pledging the executive coun- 
cil of the American Federation of La- 
bor “to continue to do every honor- 
able thing within our power to save 
Mooney,” and expressing a hope for 
“a new and fair trial.” 

Chicago, July 28.—Thousands of 
union workers paraded through the 
city and later held a mass meeting 
today in protest against the sentence 
of Thomas J. Mooney, who has n 
condemned to death as the San Fran- 
cisco preparedness parade bomber. 

Frank P. Walsh, chairman of the

FEAST OF DIPLOMATS 


Supplies—They Thought It 
Was Olive Oil. 


London, July 20.—(By the Associated | 


Press Correspondent Recently in Ru- 
mania.)—The allied diplomatic colony 
in Rumania will long remember the 
arrival in Jassy last winter of a large 
shipment of hospital and medical sup- 


plies from the United States. The ship-} 


ment was long delayed on the way, and 
when it arrived one of the allied min- 
isters insisted on celebrating its arrival 
by a dinner, as elaborate as dinners 
could be under existing conditions. 

After the arrangements for the din- 
ner had all been carefully worked out 
‘by the minister who was acting as host 
it was found that there was not an 
ounce of olive oil to be obtained in 
Jassy. At the urgent solicitation of 
the minister, the chairman of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross mission agreed to rem- 
edy this deficiency. Accordingly a writ- 
ten order was given authorizing the 
minister to withdraw one quart of Olive 
oil from the gupplies which had just 
arrived from New York. 

The minister sent his orderly to the 
Red Cross warehouse with the requisi- 
tion, and the courteous superintend- 
ent of the warehouse handed the or- 


derly a quart bottle and took a re- 
ceipt in the customary form. 

The same evening the diriner took 
place, with twenty-five guests repre- 
senting all the important states in the 
entente alliance. The host, proud of 
his achievement in securing real olive 
oil for the occasion, had arranged a 
menu in which every dish contained 
oil as an ingredient. 

It is perhaps better not to go into 
details regarding the denouement. 
Suffice it to say that there was not a 
single dish of which any one was able 
to take more than a mouthful. From 
beginning to end everything was 
flavored with a penetrating taste 
which the American minister declared 
was that of fish glue. 

Everybody acctsed the Red Cross 
chairman of attempting a bad prac- 
tical joke, but he was as much at sea 
as anybody else, and could only prom- 
ise that the matter would be investi- 
gated on the morrow. 

A short talk between the Red Cross 
chairman and the superintendent of 
the warehouse next day solved the 
mystery. What the warehouse man 
thought was olive oll turned out to be 
full-flavored Norwegian codliver oil, 
which had been shipped for the use of 
the American doctors in treating Ru- 
manian refugees. 

International complications were 
only avoided by the circulation of an 
elaborate exztlanation, which had to be 
translated into seven languages in or- 
der to reach all the guests who had 
been offended by the dinner develop- 
ments.
